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FATHER BEN ANDREWS^ 
200-MILE RIDE BOOSTING 
KEY CHURCH PROJECTS 


TWO local priests 
are tired but happy 
after cycling more 
than 200 miles to 
raise funds for a 
new church roof 
and parish 
facilities. 

Rev Ben Andrews, 
Rector of Cadoxton- 
Juxta-Barry was joined 
by his colleague the 
Rev Richard Green, 
Vicar of Aberdare St 
Fagans, on the 213- 
mile cycle ride from 
Chester to Barry. 

Back in January, 

Ben decided to tackle a 
sponsored bike ride 
after deciding that 
2016 would be the 
‘year of the toilet’ and 
that he would raise 
funds for the two 
church building 
projects. 

With the help of 
their support driver, 
funeral director Arthur 
Thompson of AG 
Adams of Barry, Ben 
and Richard got into 
gear for the four-day 
ride - raising around 
£3,000. 

The Chester to 
Barry route was chosen 
because Ben had his 
provincial selection 
board nearly 20 years 
ago in Chester and he 
knows the route well - 


it is where his mother- 
in-law lives. 

He explained: “I 
have travelled this 
particular route many 
times over the years by 
train and car but never 
by bike! 

“I wanted to do 
something different to 
raise money and this 
was quite a challenge 
but probably not one 
that I’ll repeat!” 

The new roof needed 
to keep the 

congregation dry at St 
Mary’s Church in 
Holton Road, Barry, 
will cost around 
£140,000 and the 
much-needed toilet 
facility at the Grade H 
parish church of St 
Cadoc’s Church, Barry 
will cost around 
£40,000. 

Previously, 
parishioners at St 
Cadoc’s - which has no 
toilet in the building - 
used the facilities at a 
neighbouring pub 
which has now shut, 
meaning a longer trek 
to the next nearest pub. 

Ben said: “Often, the 
first thing people will 
ask is ‘where is the 
toilet’ so it is essential 
that we raise the funds 
to install this basic 
facility.”

Council will 
look again 
at secondary 
school plans 


THE Vale Council is 
having a rethink on 
its plans for 
secondary 
education in Barry. 

In October last year, it 
was suggested that Ysgol 
Bro Morgannwg would 
be expanded, and that 
Barry Boys 

Comprehensive would, 
in effect, merge with 
Bryn Hafren to create a 
new mixed English- 
medium school. 

This would have 
created two distinct 
school campuses. 

After the plans were 
presented, an advisory 
board was set up, with 
representatives from the 
three schools affected, 
and the result of their 
deliberations was 

presented to the Vale 
Council’s lifelong 
learning scrutiny 

committee this week. 

The report said that 
after feedback from the 
“engagement activity”, 
the board considered 
options for the future of

the three schools and 
agreed in principle that 
the preferred option was 
to: 

• Expand Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg on its 
current site with a new 
entrance from Port Road; 

• Build a brand new 
11-18 mixed sex school 
on the site of Barry 
Comprehensive School; 

• Create a modern, 11- 

18 mixed sex school by 
refurbishing and 

modernising the Bryn 


Hafren buildings. 

The board’s report 
also argued that 
collaboration with 
Cardiff and the Vale 
College and Cardiff 
Metropolitan University 
should be strengthened to 
deliver “high quality 
vocational education” at 
the college with a joint 
sixth form providing 
academic courses at the 
English medium schools.

causeway. 

Recently, Penarth 


RNLFs volunteer 
lifeboat crew rescued 
five people and their 
three dogs who had 
become cut off on the 
island by the incoming 
tide. 

Jason Dunlop, 
lifeboat operations 
manager at Penarth 
RNLI, said: “This was a 
positive meeting which 
identified tangible 
opportunities to work 
more closely together 
with a common goal of 
risk reduction.” 

Nicola Davies, RNLI 


community incident 
reduction manager, said: 
“The tide at Sully Island 
can move very quickly 
and can catch people 
unaware. 

“The causeway to the 
island is open three 
hours before low water 
to three hours after it - 
on the Barry tide times. 

“We ask people 
going to Sully Island to 
always check the tidal 
sign located on the wall 
heading down to the 
causeway, to check 
when it is safe to cross. 


“If it is green it is 
safe to go, and the sign 
will tell people how 
long they can safely 
stay on the island. 

“If it shows amber, 
then you must be 
cautious as the tide is 
heading back in; if the 
sign is showing red our 
advice is never to go to 
the island, as there is a 
real risk of being cut 
off. 

“If anyone does get 
stuck on the island our 
advice is not to try and 
wade ashore, which is a 


dangerous thing to do. 
People can easily be 
swept away by the 
currents. People should 
stay on the island and 
dial 999 and ask for the 
Coastguard. 

“The RNLI charity, 
in partnership with 
other organisations, is 
undertaking a range of 
initiatives to increase 
knowledge about 
dangers at Sully 
Island,” she added.

The cabinet of the Vale Council is now preparing 
a new report, in the light of this consultation, and it 
is due to go before cabinet in June. 

At that point, the cabinet will decide whether to 
go ahead with an official consultation on the 
proposal. 

Assuming the cabinet goes ahead, the statutory 
process means that a final decision on the Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg proposal would be made in December 
of this year. 

A final decision on the creation of two new 
schools to replace Bryn Hafren and Barry Boys 
would be made in March 2017.

Making the journey up onto the hillside above 
Blaenavon, seven walkers plus rescue dog Ramakin 
joined Robin and Pepper for a very muddy tramp 
while trying to avoid the wet boggy areas covering 
Mynydd Garn-fawr. 

With sprightly twittering skylarks zooming out of 
the covering of heather and flying above them, upon 
reaching the radio masts on Blorenge, long distance 
views of mountains and countryside were somewhat 
obscured by an atmospheric mist. 

After visiting Foxhunter’s resting place and 
enjoying coffee and cake, during which the sun put 
in an appearance, the blustery cold wind hit them 
face on. 

Descending steeply to an old tramroad, ahead of 
them the views stretched across Abergavenny 
towards Sugar Loaf Mountain and Ysgyryd Fawr.

NELSON AND STORY 
OF HMS VICTORY... 


ON Tuesday, April 
12, Dinas Powys 
Probus Club 
member Gwyn 
McQuire gave a 
talk to the club 
about HMS Victory, 
the ship on which 
Admiral Nelson 
meet his death at 
the battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805. 

He first became 
interested in Nelson and 
the Victory when as a 
boy, he was shown 
Nelson’s tomb in St 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

As the threat of war 
with Spain increased 
during the 18th century, 
the Government ordered 
the construction of 12 
Men of War, and Victory 
was the first. 

She was built in 


Chatham Dockyard and 
designed by Sir Thomas 
Slade on a more 
scientific basis than 
previously and copied 
from the French. 

She consumed 300 
cubic feet of timber, 
sourced from 6,000 Oak 
trees, mostly from 
Sussex where the soil 
produced dense timber 
to give essential 
strength. 

The keel was of Elm 
and pine from the 
Baltic. 

The construction was 
under the control of 
Master Shipwright John 
Lock. All timber had to 
be worked by hand. 

Victory is 186 feet 
long at deck level, she 
carried 6,500 square 
yards of sail and could 
sail at eight/nine knots. 
Six men were needed to 


turn the wheel. 

The cost then was 
£63,000, equivalent to 
£7.5 million today. 
Weighing 3,500 tons, 
she carried a crew of 
854, of whom 141 were 
needed to raise her 
heaviest anchor. She 
carried 104 guns, each 
weighing three tons 
with a gun crew for 
each of 10 men. 

She was launched in 
1765, and the dock 
gates had to be widened 
at the very last moment 
to allow her to pass 
through. At Trafalgar, 
she towed six life-boats, 
not to rescue the sailors, 
but as emergency 
storage for the officer’s 
furniture. 

By 1797, she was 
considered unfit for 
service but was then 
restored to take part in 


Trafalgar in 1805, 
where she sustained 
very heavy damage. 

Nelson’s body was 
preserved in a barrel of 
brandy, but the 47 
sailors killed were 
disposed of over the 
side. 

Lord Hardy, by then 
a Sea Lord, cancelled a 
planned disposal of 
Victory in 1831 and in 
1903, King Edward VII 
ordered that she be 
saved for eternity. 

She was badly 
damaged by a war time 
bomb and is currently in 
a very poor state of 
repair and undergoing a 
£47 million restoration 
programme in a dry 
dock in Portsmouth. 

Nothing original has 
survived except the 
keel, and the only gun 
on board is not an 
original, as at three tons 
each, the full 
complement of guns 
would be too heavy. 

Despite her perilous 
state, she remains a 
commissioned warship 
as part of the Royal 
Navy.

WORK OF THE TALL 
SHIPS YOUTH TRUST 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was Peter 
Coleman, who gave 
a talk on The Tall 
Ships Youth Trust. 

He explained that it 
was a self funding 
charity. It specialises in 
providing trips to youths 
aged from 12 to 25. 

These voyages range 
from short day trips, 
seven to 10-day voyages, 
or longer 21-day voyages 
to the Caribbean or the 
Azores. 

Each voyage provides 
a unique, memorable and 
in some cases a life 
changing experience. 

They are taught to live 
eat and sleep life sailors. 

The senior officers 
and watch crews have 
individual cabins with 
portholes. The rest of the 
crew have two berth 
cabins with portholes. 

The trainee seamen 
share six-berth internal 
cabins without windows. 
The crew have flat 
bunks, but the rest sleep 
in pipe bunks. 
Hammocks are banned as 
during extremely bad 
weather, they can tip the 
sleeper out onto the deck. 

The larger tall ships 
take between 48 and 80 
trainee sailors and 17 
crew members. The 
crew consists of six paid 
officers and 11 
volunteers. The crew do 
not wear uniforms; they 
dress in casual clothing, 
in order not to appear too 


authoritarian. 

The trainees are taught 
basic seamanship, they 
are taught how to haul up 
the sails and climb the 
rigging. 

Due to health and 
safety regulations, they 
have to wear a complete 
body harness while on 
deck and climbing the 
rigging. 

Each body harness has 
two lanyards, they must 
have one constantly 
clipped to the boat’s 
safety rigging at all 
times. 

They have a happy 
hour every morning; no 
alcohol is involved! 

During the hour, the 
whole of the ship is 
cleaned, the decks 
swabbed and they all 
take turns assisting in the 
galley. Apparently, 72 
per cent of all families do 
not have a dining table. 
They are taught to lay up 
tables with a full set of 
cutlery in the dining 
room. 

These ships take on 
board 500 gallons of 
drinking water and 
discharge all the 


sewerage and refuse at 
each port of call. They 
are not allowed to 
discharge anything into 
the sea. 

All the tall ships have 
engines which they only 
use in emergencies, when 
becalmed, or while 
entering and leaving 
ports. Even so their 
annual fuel bill is 
£500,000. 

The rigging ropes 
have to replaced every 10 
years and the sails are 
constantly in need of 
repair and patching. 

There are 150 Tall 
Ships still sailing. The 
Tall Ship’s Annual Race 
is scheduled to start from 
Cardiff and Barry in 
2021. 

At the forum’s next 
meeting on April 28, 
Rosemary Chaloner will 
be speaking on the topic 
of ‘Villeret French 
Village in World War 
One’, at Trinity 
Presbyterian Church 
Hall, Aberystwyth 
Crescent.

A tribute to Jim Greenway, 


JAMES Thomas Greenway was 
probably better known to most 
as Jim. He was born in Barry 
and was a local lad who always 
had a great love of his childhood 
and family homes, which were 
both at Fryatt Street. 

He spent his early years growing up in 
his grandmother’s home and he jumped 
at the chance to buy his own house in 
later life in the same street, where he had 
fond memories of his mother and 
grandmother whom he adored. 

After a short illness Jim died 
peacefully on March 21, 2016, aged 82; 
the beloved husband of Doreen, a much 
loved father of Kevin, Keith, Kerry and 
Claire. 

He was a cherished and well loved 
grandfather, great-grandfather and 
father-in-law. He will be sadly missed 
by all his family and friends. 

For many years, Jim had been a major 
driving force as a founder member of the 
Barry branch of the Merchant Navy 
Association and its Welsh body. 

He passionately believed that all those 
who risked life and limb by going to sea 
and kept essential supply channels open 
to Britain and its allies deserved much 
greater recognition. 

Jim was descended from James and 
Mary Greenway of Kinsale, southern 
Ireland, parents of Thomas and James. 
His grandfather, Thomas, lost his life in 
World War One when the ship he was 
serving on was torpedoed. His great- 
uncle James suffered the same fate in 
World War Two. 


Like many Kinsale and Irish people 
his father James Joseph Greenway left 
Ireland in the early 1930s and joined the 
Merchant Navy, settling in Barry. 

In 1932, he married Elizabeth Daisy 
Trewicks, a Barry girl, and the family 
lived at Fryatt Street. Jim was raised 
with his two sisters, Joyce and Maureen. 
They have fond memories of growing up 
with their big brother always looking out 
for them and making sure that they were 
OK. 

Jim’s father, James Joseph Greenway 
was lost at sea in 1938 when Jim was 
aged only five and a half. 

Following his father’s death at sea, 
which he found out about when he was 
asked to read from a newspaper by an 
elderly woman in the town, he was told 
that he would have to be the man of the 
house at that very tender age, although 
his mother subsequently married Fen 
Arnold. 

Fen and Elizabeth had two more boys 
together: Leonard (deceased) and Paul. 

A young Jim Greenway attended St 
Helen’s, the town’s Roman Catholic 
School and was interested in going to 
nautical college in Cardiff after that, but 
he was unable to afford the fees or the 
uniform. 

Undeterred, he managed to go to sea 
by joining the Merchant Navy. He 
started off at ‘Sea School’ at Sharpness 
where he was taught the basics and 
subsequently did lifeboat and catering 
courses, excelling in the latter. 

As a rating, his first ship was a 
Canadian cargo ship, the Gatineau Park 
in 1948. 



where it picked up a local cargo and 
went up the Manchester Canal to 
Salford, and after that crossed the 
Atlantic to ports in Canada and the USA. 

Over the following years, Jim was to 
travel all over the world on marathon 
voyages - one as long as nine months - 
which took him through the 
Mediterranean sea and Suez Canal, to 
Aden, Singapore and Communist China 
and countless ports in between. Among 
many recollections was seeing a woman 
unloading heavy pit props from a ship in 
Turkey and the endless rows of white 
crosses dotted along the hills of the 
Black Sea route to Russia. 

He also spoke of the Commonwealth 
War Grave Commissions’ cemetries, 
which he recalled were the graves of 
some of the millions of young lives 
tragically lost during the Great War. He

who loved the sea 


was always deeply saddened recalling 
the sheer numbers of young men who 
gave their lives during that conflict. 

Some time during a voyage, he 
stopped off at Cobh, in southern Ireland 
and attempted to phone his father’s 
cousin Gussie Greenway in Kinsale, but 
was not succesful. 

When Jim was in Ireland in 2006, he 
said that: “It was only eight years before, 
that I first visited the town of my father’s 
birth after more than half a century, after 
being so close that day at Cobh.” His 
first impression, he recalled, was that it 
was like: “Coming home at last.” 

Recurring stomach trouble and the 
doctor’s advice forced him to leave the 
Merchant Navy, after which he worked 
for BP Distillers for 25 years as a 
polymerisation (PVC) technician. 

He had also been involved during his 
time with BP, as a works convenor for 
the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, a memory of which was actually 
holding a picket inside the gates of a 
factory. 

Jim was pleased that they never had to 
strike and they had secure pensions. He 
opted for early retirement in 1983. Jim 
was also a candidate for Labour in a 
local election. 

Thankfully, he survived his days in 
peacetime as a seaman and until recently 
was the chairman of the Merchant Navy 
Association (Wales), Barry branch. 

Jim played a major role in forging 
maritime links of friendship and 
fraternity and highlighting the role 
played by both Welsh and Irish men in 
the Merchant Navy, especially during 


both World Wars. 

In 2000, as secretary of the Barry 
MNA branch, he presented his 
grandfather’s war medals at a reception 
in the Kinsale Regional Museum. 

Jim was pleased that the branch a few 
years ago received the honour of the 
Freedom of the County Borough of the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

A major achievement of which Jim 
and his colleagues were very proud of 
was the signing of the friendship pacts 
between Kinsale Harbour Board and the 
Barry branch of the Merchant Navy 
Association. This took place in May 
1999 in Kinsale after which he laid a 
wreath in remembrance of all seafarers 
who lost their lives at sea. 

The second leg of the friendship pact 
was signed at the Sea View Labour Club 
in Barry on September 29, 2001. A 
similar pact of friendship was sign 
between Barry and Kinsale Councils a 
few years ago. 

Jim had lived a full life with many 
interests, as a youth he enjoyed cycling - 
the cycle club met at ‘Jocks’; they cycled 
all over Wales. 

Voyages allowed time to enjoy 
reading and discover music from other 
countries. 

Other interests included Harbour 
United Football Club, the Labour party, 
tropical fish, darts and skittles. 

He enjoyed rugby and wanted Wales 
to win, but was a little torn when they 
played the Irish.

Beware the threat 
of the varroa mite 


THINGS are 

definitely on the 
move now, lots of 
pollen is being 
brought in by the 
foragers. 

The Oilseed Rape is in 
full bloom and the bees 
are taking full advantage 
whenever weather 
conditions allow. 

How do I know this? 
Well, the pollen is bright 
yellow and the bees 
themselves are 

displaying much yellow 
colouring, particularly on 
their heads. This occurs 
when they probe deep 
into the flower pursuing 
the nectar on offer there. 

As yet, I have not 
inspected the colonies in 
any depth. However, a 
look into the top box of 
each hive has allowed me 
to observe eggs, larvae 
and sealed brood. 


What is sealed brood? 
It is larvae (grubs if you 
like) that are now going 
through the stage of 
metamorphosis and they 
will eventually release 
themselves from the 
sealed cell as fully 
formed bees. 

All is looking 
favourable at present. 
The Queens are 
responding to the longer 
day lengths and the 
relatively warmer 

outlook by stepping up 
their egg laying. Each 
will be capable of laying 
some 1,000/2,000 eggs 
per day and the 
population that is now 
around 8,000 bees per 
colony should by the end 
of May number some 
60,000. 


mite is a problem that 
must be addressed by the 
beekeeper. 

Those who are 
contemplating taking up 
the craft of beekeeping 
must study the life cycle 
of this parasite, plus the 
methods used to control 
its development. 

Rest assured if you do 
not address this parasite, 
it will most certainly 
address you, and a 
colony die-out can occur. 

The very mild winter 
has not helped. It should 
be a period of little 
activity; the Queens 
should cease laying and 
in general, a cluster of 
bees (ball) is formed, 
whose purpose is to 
survive on the in-house 
stores until spring 
arrives. 

Our very mild winter 
has seen the bees 
anything but settled - 
they have been out and 
about as if it was spring. 
The Queens have carried 
on laying and this has 
contributed to the mite 
population expanding 
because as the bees 
breed, so do the mites. 

Because I have been 
monitoring mite numbers 
I am aware of an 
increase, so steps must 
now be introduced to 
control this expansion. 

Will it ever end?

There was a strong 
call for the next Welsh 
Government to ensure 
that more Welsh produce 
is sourced for hospitals 
and schools. 

FUW Glamorgan 
County Executive 
Officer Rachel Saunders 
said: “Our food produce 
is grown and reared to 
the highest welfare 
standards across Europe. 
It should be a priority 
that home-grown food is 
served at our dinner 
tables before imported 
food products fill our 
supermarket shelves. 

“Welsh and UK 
produce should be 
available in our schools, 
hospitals, local 

authoritie s, leisure 
centres and nursing 
homes throughout the 
year. And it should be the 
first choice for 
supermarkets, restaurants 
and everyone else who 
has a role to play in the 
food chain. 

“What we need, now 
more than ever, is a full 
commitment to local 
procurement. Our 

farmers have suffered 
enough from low 
farmgate prices over the 
years and they deserve to 
be fully supported by our 
home governments.” 

The call for local 
procurement is 

underpinned by the FUW 
election manifesto and 
reminds all government 
departments and public 
bodies that they have a 
duty to support 
government priorities in 
terms of boosting Wales’ 
farming and food 
industry and sourcing 
local produce is 
definitely one of them. 

Renewable energy as 
an option of 
diversification for 
farmers was also hotly 
debated on the night. 

Following the 

meeting, Richard Walker, 
Glamorgan County 
Chairman for the FUW, 
said: “For hundreds of 
years, Wales’ mining, 
arable and woollen 
industries relied on 
renewable energy in the 
form of water and wind 
power, and by the end of 
the industrial revolution 
in the mid-19th century, 
no hamlet, however 
small, was complete 
without some form of 
mill. 

“The revolution in 
renewable energy, 
brought about by 
recognition of the need to 
reduce our reliance on 
fossil fuels, has resulted 
in the development of 
new commercially viable 


sources of renewable 
energy, such as solar 
panels, as well as 
improvements in the 
efficiency of wind and 
water power.” 

Despite Wales’ being 
perfectly suited for some 
forms of renewable 
energy generation, the 
percentage of electricity 
generated in Wales from 
renewable stands at just 
10 percent - five percent 
lower than the UK 
average, and the lowest 
of all the UK devolved 
regions. 

While the Union 
remains neutral in terms 
of the divisive issue of 
large-scale wind farms as 
laid out in the FUW 
election manifesto, it 
supports the 

development of 

appropriate on-farm 
renewable energy 

sources and believes 
Wales has only scratched 
the surface in terms of 
the contribution Welsh 
farms can make to green 
energy production. 

Mr Walker added: 
“The decision in 2015 by 
the UK Government’s 
Department for Energy 
and Climate Change, 
which has responsibility 
for major national energy 
projects, to suddenly and 
drastically reduce 

support for renewables 
not only compromises 
our ability to help 
mitigate climate change, 
but has also led directly 
to farmers and others 
losing significant sums 
already invested in 
unfinished projects.” 

In light of this, the 
Union further called on 
the next Welsh 
Government to seek 
alternative and 

innovative ways in which 
funding can be provided 
in order to develop on- 
farm energy production 
and identify those 
barriers to on-farm 
energy production which 
fall within the remit of 
Welsh Government. 

The Union also called 
on the next Welsh 
Government to reduce 
bureaucratic burdens 
which prevent or add to 
the financial and time 
burdens which prevent 
developments for on- 
farm energy production. 

Other questions put to 
the candidates focused 
on how RDP money is 
spent in Wales, what 
business rate relief 
schemes each party 
would propose to 
introduce and members 
stressed the fact that 
more support was needed 
for young farmers in 
Wales.

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U3A learns about the composer with two lives 


THOSE of a certain 
age will probably 
remember two 
children’s TV series 
of the 1950s and 
60s, The Lone 
Ranger and The 
Adventures of 
William Teh. 

What they may not 
know is the connection 
with the Italian 
composer Gioachino 
Rossini. 

Both programmes had 
the same theme music, 
taken from Rossini’s 
‘William Tell Overture’, 


albeit the Swiss hero’s 
show had lyrics to 
accompany the tune. 

Cowbridge USA 
recently welcomed Rev 
Clive Williams from 
near Clydach, Swansea, 
who gave a talk on the 
life of Rossini. 

This was not the usual 
presentation, illustrated 
with a slide show, as this 
time the audience was 
treated to examples of 
the composer’s works 
played on piano by our 
guest speaker, a 
qualified organist (a 
useful skill for a 
clergyman). 


Rossini was bom in 
1792 in Pesaro, Italy, the 
son of musical parents; 
his father was a talented 
tmmpeter and his mother 
a singer. 

By the age of six, the 
boy was playing triangle 
in his father’s band. 

By 12, he could sing 
as well as play the horn 
and the harpsichord. A 
year or two later, Rossini 
wrote the first of his 39 
(some say 40) operas. 

His first works were 
comic operas, but his 
first serious one, 
‘Tancredi’, was a huge 
success.

By the age of 20, the 
composer was catapulted 
to international fame and 
he became the idol of 
the Italian opera public. 

By the age of 23, he 
had written 20 operas. 
His most famous work, 
‘The Barber of Seville’, 
was written in 1816 in 
Rome. 

Much is made of how 
quickly this opera was 
written, scholars 
generally agreeing upon 
two or three weeks. 

Later in life, Rossini 
claimed to have written 
the opera in only 12 
days. 

In 1822, Rossini, the 
‘Italian Mozart’, married 
the renowned opera 
singer Isabella Colbran; 
he was 30, she 37. They 
were the Beckhams of 
their day. 

In the same year, he 
moved to Vienna, where 
his operas were the rage 
of the audiences. 

Rossini is quoted as 
joking: “Give me the bill 
from a laundress and I 
will even set that to 
music.” 

The composer was 
known for working in 
bed, wearing his 


dressing gown. A friend 
reading some of 
Rossini’s music noted 
that two pages were the 
same; apparently, 

Rossini had dropped a 
sheet of paper and found 
it easier to write the 
score again rather than 
get out of bed to retrieve 
the original! 

Later, during his Paris 
years, Rossini created 
the comic opera 
‘William Tell’, which, 
surprisingly, brought his 
career as a writer of 
opera to a close in 1829, 
aged only 38. 

The death of his 
mother may have 
hastened the end of his 
creative period. He 
wrote ‘Stabat Mater’ (the 
title comes from the first 
line of a 13 th century 
Catholic hymn ‘Stabat 
Mater Dolorosa’, which 
means ‘the sorrowful 
mother stood’,) between 
1832 and 1841, but 
thence until his death 
from pneumonia in 1868 
there was comparative 
silence. 

Rossini almost had 
two lives—one of swift 
triumph and the other a 
long seclusion.

He settled 

permanently in Paris in 
1855, where he hosted 
many artistic and literary 
figures in his apartment. 

Rossini, a lover of all 
good things, had been an 
excellent amateur chef 
his entire life and he 
indulged this passion 
fully once he retired 
from composing. 

Today there are a 
number of dishes with 
the appendage ‘alia 
Rossini’ to their names 
that were created either 
by or specifically for 
him. 


The world famous 
opera soprano Adelina 
Patti of Craig-y-Nos 
Castle in Powys (where 
she had an opera house 
built, now Grade I 
listed), an admirer of 
Rossini’s work, 
requested that she be 
buried in the same 
cemetery in Paris as the 
great composer. 

By the time of her 
death in 1919, however, 
his remains had been 
moved to Florence in 
1887, at the request of 
the Italian government. 

Rossini had predicted 


that ‘The Barber of 
Seville’ and the second 
act of ‘William Tell’ 
would certainly find 
favour with posterity: 
how right he was.

WHERE HAVE ALL 
THE SWIFTS GONE? 


SWIFTS should be 
winging their way 
back from Africa 
over the next few 
weeks. 

The scream of Swifts 
overhead is one of the 
sounds of the British 
summer. There is bad 
news, however. 

Swift numbers have 
halved over the last 30 
years. They are now 
amber listed. 

If current trends 
continue, we could lose 
the Swift as a breeding 
bird in the next 20-30 
years. 

Swifts are remarkable 
birds. They are one of 
our fastest flying birds, 
catching insects in the 
air. 

Indeed, they spend

most of their life in the 
air, even sleeping and 
mating on the wing. 

The only time they 
land is when entering 
their nest sites. The nests 
are almost exclusively in 
older buildings. 

However, with 

building renovation, 
many roof spaces have 
been blocked up, 
meaning the Swifts have 
fewer opportunities to 
breed. 

They return to the 
same nest site each year, 
nesting in loose colonies. 

The nests are made 
from feathers, paper, 
straw etc., glued together 
with saliva. Unlike 


House Martins, Swifts 
make no mess. In fact 
most people don’t even 
realise that they’ve got 
Swifts nesting in their 
property. 

The Glamorgan Bird 
Club and the Local Swift 
Network are working 
together to try and help 
arrest the decline in 
numbers. Nest box 
schemes are planned, 
alongside existing 
colonies.

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RAISING THE ROOF TO UPGRADE 

CONSERVATORIES 


Once the preserve of the wealthy who wanted to cultivate exotic species of 
flora, today it's estimated that around one in five UK homes have a conservatory. 



Offering additional light, with relatively fast construction times, up to 200,000 conservatories were built per 
year during the height of their popularity. 

However, some homeowners found that the full glare of the sun in summer and chilly temperatures in winter 
made older conservatories uncomfortable, with the only solution being a costly rebuild. 

The good news is that building technology has moved on and, as with glazing, there are some thermally 
efficient roof options now on the market that can be added to the existing conservatory structure. 

'Activ' Glass roof 

A straightforward upgrade for those who want to keep an uninterrupted view of the blue skies up above is to 
opt for a modern, low emissivity (low-e) 'Activ', energy efficient glass roof. 

Helping to reduce the variations in temperature associated with older, traditional glass or polycarbonate 
roofs, 'Activ' low-e glass helps cut solar glare, protect furniture from fading and keep heat in during the winter 
months. 

For even greater insulation there are now two solid roof options that can be retrofitted to an existing 
conservatory, without the need for significant structural modifications. 

Tiled roof 

The new, lightweight, tiled roof takes its design cues from the slates and tiles found on most UK houses. Ae 
a result it works well on most properties and comes in a range of finishes to match any existing architecture. 

Created using aluminium panels, with Kingspan insulation, these roofs can achieve a u value of just 0.18, 
similar to that of a normally constructed, modern roof. 

With this option, the interior of the conservatory can include a plastered ceiling with down-lighters or even 
roof windows to keep the view of the stars.

M y new dog 
walking 
business 
based in South 
Glamorgan came 
live on the business 
directory yell.com 
week commencing 
April 11. 

As a consequence of 
this, I received a call 
from a person I 
understood at the time to 
be the police, claiming 
involvement with the 
‘Policing Portal’, an 
organisation that 

produces a supposed 
online magazine for 
retired and serving police 
officers. 

The individual 

delivered a pitch along 
the lines that my dog 
walking service had been 
chosen to be advertised 
by the police as they 
support local businesses 
to highlight services to 
their personnel who, due 
to their shift work, could 
have difficulty walking 
their family pets. It was 
all very convincing. 

Once they have your 
interest, a second person 
calls to seal the deal in 
selling advertising space 
to the tune of £150 and 
requires an immediate 
payment. 

If you do not agree, 
the original caller calls 
back and uses bullying 
tactics to pressurise you 
into agreeing to buy the 
so-called 
‘advertisement’. 

These calls are being 
made from a private 
number so they cannot be 
traced. 

I was also contacted 
by ‘South Glamorgan 
Fire Service’ and I 
promptly cancelled the 
call. 

I was not aware of this 
scam targeting 

businesses in their first 
days of operation and it is 
important to raise 
awareness that this is a 
real threat to new local 
start-up businesses.

make everything 
that was once 
animated live- 
action, it seems 
fairly obvious 
given the way CGI 
effects have 
progressed that 
The Jungle Book 
should be top of 
the list to bring 
into the 21st 
century, and 
director Jon 
Favreau has done 
that. 

Still titled The Jungle 
Book, it follows the plot 
of the original; Mowgli 
(Neel Sethi) is an 
orphan boy raised in the 
jungle, but when he is 
threatened by the deadly 
Shere Khan (voiced by 
Idris Elba), he comes 
under the wing of Baloo 
(voiced by Bill Murray) 
and Bagheera (voiced 
by Ben Kingsley); but 
they soon discover that 
Khan is just one of their 
worries, with snake Kaa 
(voiced by Scarlett 


Johansson) and ape 
King Louis (voiced by 
Christopher Walken) 
also taking an interest in 
Mowgli... 

Disney’s last two 
forays into making 
animation a reality have 
been a mixed bag - 
Maleficent, the Sleeping 
Beauty story told from 
the point of view of that 
film's villain, was a 
commercial, if not 
critical, success, while 
Kenneth Branagh’s 
Cinderella was slavish 
in its deference to the 
animated original. 

The Jungle Book is a 
film that follows its 
hand-drawn original’s 
footprints (or should 
that be paw-prints?), but 
also offers something 
exciting in terms of its 
visual dynamism that 
makes it a thoroughly 
satisfying and enjoyable 
slice of escapism. 

Director Jon Favreau 
has shown he is a dab 
hand at carving out 
blockbusters with a 
degree of depth in the 
likes of Iron Man, and 
he shows a wonderful 
sense of scale here, the 
jungle setting brought to 
life in a vivid blast of

colour. 

The film was shot in 
a similar way to Avatar 
(all green screens, the 
only physical presence 
on set being Neel 
Sethi’s Mowgli) yet is 
evidence of how 
technology is advancing 
all the time - there are 
very few moments 
where you feel that 
what is taking place 
isn’t tangible and real, 
from the trees and 
canopies of the jungle 
to the many creatures 
that inhabit it. 

Seeing the likes of 
Bagheera, Baloo and 
Shere Khan made real is 
something quite 
impressive, and you’ll 
feel that these aren’t 
pixels generated by a 
computer but living, 
breathing animals - that 
Favreau gets them to 
talk convincingly is 
proof, if any were 
needed, that we’ve 


come a long way since 
Babel 

Yet while Favreau is 
happy to pay more than 
lip service to the 
original (‘Bare 
Necessities’ and ‘I 
Wanna Be Like You’ are 
present and correct), he 
also adds more than a 
hint of danger and 
darkness to 

proceedings, amping up 
the threat and danger 
that Mowgli is in and 
adding a sinister twist. 

Seeing this King 
Louie in action leaves a 
far darker memory than 
the animated version, as 
does Mowgli’s 
interaction with Kaa, 
and the film is the better 
for it. 

As the only actor on 
display in his normal 
state, much hangs on 
the shoulders of young 
Sethi, and he offers a 
performance that is 
enjoyable and pleasing, 
yet one that sometimes 
doesn’t truly grab you; 
it’s a good turn but one 
that hits the odd bum 
note here and there. 

Much of the film’s 
delight is in the vocal 
cast, with Bill Murray, 
unsurprisingly, the 
stand-out as Baloo, his 
lazy delivery and 
humorous touches 
bringing the character to 
life incredibly well, 
while Ben Kingsley 
offers a stiff upper lip 
and sense of 
protectiveness in 
Bagheera. 

Christopher Walken’s 
King Louie is a dark 
delight, the character 
more of a mob boss 
than an ape with a 
desire for the human 


touch, but Scarlett 
Johannson’s Kaa is little 
more than seduction and 
Idris Llba’s Shere Khan 
veers from cockney 
hard-man to pantomime 
villain, and is all the 
more unconvincing for 
it. 

What the film does 
lack is any great deal of 
surprise. While Favreau 
occasionally deviates 
away from the original 
Disney template, there’s 
nothing to really takes 
you anywhere that the 
original didn’t. It seems 
churlish to criticise 
what is essentially a 
remake for not doing 
something different, but 
for the incredible visual 
invention on display it 
would have been 
interesting to see 
something different. 

However, The Jungle 
Book retains the spirit 
and delight of the 
original, and mixed in 
with a healthy dose of 
dark and sinister 
tension, makes for a 
hugely watchable film. 

VERDICT: A 
triumphant take on one 
of Disney’s most 
beloved animations. The 
Jungle Book is a 
visually sumptuous 
film, directed with zeal 
by Jon Favreau. 
Breaking new ground in 
computer animation, the 
film is more than just a 
technological success; 
in its performances and 
ability to darken the 
edges of the story, there 
is plenty to savour. 
Recommended.

Hunt racing fans 
are ready for the 
Dunraven Bowl! 


HUNT racing fans from 
the Vale will be flocking to 
Chepstow Racecourse 
tomorrow (April 22) for 
the Dunraven Bowl 
Novices' Hunter Chase 
which is the highlight of 
the year for many Welsh 
point-to-point enthusiasts. 

David Brace, the sponsor, has 
yet to win this race which was 
first held 20 years ago. His Bob 
The Butcher, a seven-year-old 
bay gelding, has winning form 
this season. 

The initial race in 1996 was 
won by Mr and Mrs 
Goldsworthy’s mare Miss Mill 
Brook which gave Llancarfan's 
Evan Williams, now a leading 
National Hunt trainer, the first of 
his three winning rides, the 
others being Cherry Gold in 
2003 and 2004. 

Cherry Gold won again in 
2005 but this time Jason Cook 
was in the saddle. 

One would need to write a 
book to highlight all the previous 
winners , but mention must be 
made of Pip Jones and Fiona 
Wilson, as they are the only 
females who can claim to have 
won this prestigious hunter 
chase. 

Pip was successful in 1997 on 
Final Pride and Fiona scored a 
shock win on rank outsider 
Saffron Moss in 1998. 

Dai Jones, who rode more 
than 200 winners between-the- 


flags, won aboard Mr Dow 
Jones, a Chepstow and Hereford 
course specialist, in 1999. 

After No Fiddling had won in 
2000 with Ogmore’s Christian 
Williams in the saddle, the 2001 
and 2002 races were abandoned 
owing to the course being 
waterlogged. 

The prolific Cannon Bridge 
was successful in 2006 and 
Welsh champion point-to-point 
rider Rhys Hughes won on 
Kilbreena in 2007 and Bob Bites 
Back in 2009. 

Master Charm, given a 
cracking ride by Flanharon's 
Tom David, beat the game 
Mins gill Mans in 2010, and the 
following year, Eric Clough’s 
Parthian Prince, partnered by 
Paul Tolman, was later awarded 
the race after Bob’s Law, which 
had finished first past the post, 
was subsequently disqualified by 
the BHA Disciplinary Panel after 
he had ‘mysteriously’ tested 
positive for a prohibited 
substance. 

Sadly, Rosies Peacock, one of 
the fancied horses for the race, 
reared over and injured his rider 
John Mathias on the way to the 
start and was withdrawn. 

Owned, trained and bred by 
David Elewellyn, brother of 
Grand National winning jockey 
Carl Elewellyn, Rosies Peacock, 
who at the time of writing has 
won 32 races, was denied 
another chance of winning in 
2012 when the meeting was 


abandoned. 

In 2013, when the race was 
won by 25-1 chance Hawkeye 
Native, Rosies Peacock was soon 
struggling and was pulled up. 

2014 saw reigning Welsh 
champion point-to-point rider 
rider John Mathias score an easy 
on Lee Power's Gale Force 
Oscar and last year in 2015, 

John scored an even easier win 
when the 11-year-old 
Desertmore View, in command 
throughout, was eased on the flat 
after jumping the last to win by 
two lengths from Kimora. 

The unlucky horse of the race 
appeared to be Patricktom Boru 
which seemed to have every 
chance when blundering three 
fences from home and unseating 
his rider. 

Patricktom Boru went on to 
win over hurdles and fences later 
in the year. 

One rider who has hopes of 
winning the race for the second 
time is Tom David, who will be 
aboard Mrs Carmen 
Goldsworthy's Captain Camelot, 
who finished six lengths ahead of 
Shanks A Lot when winning the 
restricted race at the South 
Pembrokeshire Hunt Point-To- 
Point on Easter Monday.

GLAMORGAN could not 
have made a popular choice 
when they appointed Alan 
Jones, a true legend of the 
county, as club president at 
the recent Annual General 
Meeting. 

The club has rightly been 
admonished in the past for 
ignoring Jones and Don 
Shepherd’s credentials for 
president, two players who scored 
more runs and took more wickets 
than anyone else who did not play 
for England. 

This year though, chief 
executive Hugh Morris recognised 
from personal experience what 
Jones has achieved for the club 
since making his debut in 1957. 

He scored over 36,000 first 
class runs at an average of 33- 
rather an ordinary average by 
today’s standards, but not when 
considering the years he played on 
uncovered pitches, without a 
helmet and other protection, and 
against some of England’s greatest 
fast bowlers. 

Among his numerous 
outstanding performances was an 
innings of 161 not out against the 
1961 West Indies team, which 
included the fiery Wes Hall, while 
his consistency is highlighted by 
the astonishing feat of passing 
1,000 runs for 23 consecutive

seasons. 

His achievments certainly 
warranted Test honours, and in 
1970 he was selected for England 
against the Rest of the World 
team. 

He was unfortunately dismissed 
cheaply in both innings, but unlike 
other county openers, who were 
given further chances, he was 
dropped and never considered 
again. 

This decision reflected badly on 
the England hierarchy, but worse 
was to follow when the series was 
not considered worthy of Test 
status - this despite England 
losing the series 4-1, while the 
opposition including some the 
world’s greatest players, namely 
Garfield Sobers, Mike Procter and 
Graham Pollock. 

Consequently, Jones’ England 
blazer, sweater and cap were never 
worn again. 

He returned to Glamorgan, the 
runs continued to flow, and in 
1977 he was chosen as one of 
Wisden’s Eive Cricketers of the 
Year. 

He retired in 1983, before 
returning as Glamorgan’s coach 
and as a mentor to countless 
young Welsh cricketers. Robert 
Croft, who was appointed the 


club’s head coach this year said: “I 
am very proud to be head coach 
while Alan is president. His 
wisdom is something I will be 
tapping into along the way”. 

No one has worked as hard as 
Jones to succeed at the game he 
loves. When asked to attend the 
Glamorgan winter nets at an early 
age, he would regularly walk long 
distances from his home in the 
small village of Velindre to catch a 
bus to Neath and return late at 
night. 

His dedication was an 
inspiration to his brother Eifion, 
one of Alan’s 11 brothers and 
sisters, who followed him into the 
Glamorgan team and remained 
there for 23 years as a renowned 
wicketkeeper/ batsman. 

How fitting that Morris and 
Croft, two of Jones’ disciples, are 
at the helm these days, and 
nothing would delight him more 
than the continued success of his 
beloved Glamorgan. 

Steve James, another 
outstanding Glamorgan opener, 
sums up perfectly the respect 
everyone has for him: “I spent 
hours with him at the nets, 
practising first and then talking to 
him. I would listen entranced. He 
is one of the nicest men you could 
ever meet. I always wanted to be 
Alan Jones the man - as I did Alan 
Jones the batsman.” 


Bright future for cricket club 


WHEN Hugh Morris arrived at 
Glamorgan two and a half years ago, the 
club’s finances were in a parlous state, 
and a rumour that the club was close to 
insolvency was not merely idle gossip, but 
a reality, writes EDWARD BEVAN.

They started their championship season against 
Leicestershire at the SSE Swalec on Sunday, after 
finishing fourth last summer.
